DR, SHIDLER IS
GUEST SPEAKER

Dr. Getige P. Shidler, Torrance
physician and one of the leading
members of the Rotary Club, who

has gained a wide and enviable
reputation as a speaker through
his talks before Rotary clubs in
many cities of California and other
states during the past two years,
addressed the National Business
and Professional Women’s Club
Tuesday evening on the topic,
“Youth and the New Deal.”

such. The cause for the” descent
lay in the over-stimulation of in-
dividualg, who gave themselves up
to the mad pursuit of pleasures
until the point was reached when
body, nerves and brain were ex-
hausted, and the slip into apathy
and degeneracy began with dis-
astrous consequences to the race.
The youth problem begins when
life has reached a stage of com-
plexity that demands constant
change, simple life and amuse-
ments are scorned, and modera-
tion is practically unknown. TUn-
less by some radical means a
change is effected in the dizzy
whirl and there is a return by
force or choice to: saner habits
the individual is headed for moral
and physical bankruptey.
Dr. Shidler’s remarks, while they
presented food for thought, were
plentifully sprinkled with wit and
humor which brought out. the
highlights of his speech with tell-
ing effect.
